Last of bodies 
recovered 
from downed 
helicopter 

st. John’s The Atlantic Os¬ 
prey made another 
sombre call at St. John’s 
harbour under the early 
morning darkness 
yesterday, this time 
bringing home the final 
seven bodies missing since 
last Thursday’s crash of a 
Cougar helicopter in the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

All bodies have now 
been removed from the 
fuselage of the downed 
helicopter resting on the 
ocean floor. 

Eighteen people were 
aboard the Sikorsky S-92A, 
which ditched into the At¬ 
lantic Ocean 55 kilometres 
east of St. John’s, minutes 
after the pilot issued a 
mayday call. The helicop¬ 
ter was transporting 
workers to the Hibernia 
platform and the Sea Rose 
production ship on the 
Grand Banks. Seventeen 
people were killed in the 
crash, including one Nova 
Scotian: Ken MacRae, 47, 
of Greenwood. 

In other developments, 
the Transportation Safety 
Board (TSB) says it has 
recovered the flight data 
recorder from Cougar 
Helicopters Flight 491. 

Mike Cunningham, the 
TSB’s investigator-in- 
charge, says the device 
arrived in St. John’s early 
yesterday morning with 
the last of the bodies 
taken from the wreckage. 

The recorder is now 
en route to Ottawa where 
officials will use it to get 
detailed information 
about why the helicopter

City lifts winter parking ban 

Good weather frees up streets earlier than scheduled 


Cars are parked along Rainnie Drive yesterday. HRM is lifting the overnight parking ban earlier 
than planned due to the mild weather. 
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The tulips aren’t out yet, 
but at least the overnight 
winter parking ban is over. 

The city-wide ban was 
supposed to run until 
March 30, but it was lifted 
at midnight last night. 

“Once the weather ap¬ 
pears to be getting nicer 
and we don’t seem to be 
having the bad weather, 
they feel they can safely 
lift the ban,” said HRM 
spokeswoman Deborah 
Story, hopefully not jinx¬ 
ing anything. 

And if there is another 
winter storm, the city will 
ask everyone to park off 
the streets. 

“We know (the ban) 
causes some hardship for 
people so we feel we can 
lift it now because it seems 
we haven’t had too much 
bad weather and it doesn’t 
seem to stay if we do get 
snow,” Story said. 

From the time the ban 
took effect (Dec. 15) to 
March 3, there were 17,468 
tickets issued. At $25 a 
ticket, that translates into 
$436,700 in revenue for 
the city. 

Story said that money 
goes into the municipal 
services pot. 

While the HRM has had 


an overnight winter park¬ 
ing ban in the past, it is 
somewhat rare. But look¬ 
ing back over the winter 
months, Story said it was a 
good decision. 

“It helped us with being 
able to get snow removed 
more efficiently. It was put 
in place as a safety factor 
... because we can’t clear 
the streets properly,” she

said. “When you look at 
the number of tickets, if 


we didn’t have it how 
many people were parking 
on the streets.” 

There is still a provincial 
overnight winter parking 
ban in effect which restricts 
on-street parking on streets 
in the former County of 
Halifax. These are streets 
maintained by the province 
and this ban will be lifted at 
the end of the month.

According to a 
recent survey from the 
Canadian Breast Cancer 
Foundation-Atlantic most 
women believe they don’t 
need one. 

“And that’s pretty scaiy,” 
said Nancy Margeson, CEO 
of the CBCFA. 

“Some of the other rea¬ 
sons were they didn’t 
know if they were at the 
right age yet, their doctor 
hadn’t recommended that 
they have one and they 
had no family history.” 

At one time, Elaine Finlay 
could sympathize. 

“I would have said I’m too 
young and I’m too busy,” 
she said. “I was putting my¬ 
self on the baclcbumer as

many women do and it’s 
time we start taking care of 
ourselves because if we 
don’t it will hurt our fami¬ 
lies and it will hurt us.” 

About 10 years ago, Finlay 
decided to take a mammo¬ 
gram. She was diagnosed 
with breast cancer, but 
since it was caught early, 
surgeiy, radiation and treat¬ 
ment made her a breast 
cancer survivor. 

“It was just a wake-up call 
to take care of myself. I’m 


amazed and veiy thankful 
that I did that when I did.” 

In Nova Scotia, about 46 
per cent of eligible women 
are screened. Margeson said 
her goal is to get that num¬ 


ber to 85 per cent, and she 
considers that “a stretch.” 
One in eight women in At¬ 
lantic Canada is diagnosed 
with breast cancer, which is 
slightly higher than the na¬ 


tional average. 

That’s why the founda¬ 
tion is rolling out a Tour for 
Cure this summer. 

“It’s a big pink bus, sur¬ 
prise, surprise,” Margeson 
said. 

“Between April 15 and 
Sept. 15 it will make 122 
stops in Atlantic Canada 
and we will be encouraging 
all women to come on 
board the bus and find out 
how to take their breast 
health in their own hands.”

Three Canadians, seven 
Americans and a Mexican 
bus driver are dead after 
their bus was hit by a truck

northern Mexico, officials 
said yesterday. 

The bus was carrying 23 
American and Canadian 
tourists when a cargo 
truck swerved into its lane 
Monday and slammed into 
it head on, said an official 
from the civil protection 
agency in the state of 
Coahuila where the crash 
occurred. 


Seventeen more were in¬ 
jured, some of them in se¬ 
rious condition, the offi¬ 
cial said. 

The three Canadians to 
perish in the crash are be¬ 
ing identified as: Robert 
Lacas, 56, of Quebec City; 
Carolyn Kowaleslci, 68, of 
Caledonia, Ont.; and Mari¬ 
lyn Jackson, 67, of Vancou¬ 
ver. 

The bus, which had left 
from McAllen, Texas, was 
carrying tourists to the 
colonial mining town of Za¬ 
catecas in central Mexico.

The Church teaches that

abstinence are the best 
ways to stop AIDS. It does 
not approve condoms but 
some Church leaders have 
been calling for allowing 
their use in rare cases be¬ 
tween married heterosex¬ 
ual couples where one 
partner has the disease. 

With the number of 
practising Catholics dwin¬ 
dling in the developed 
world, Africa is seen as vi¬ 
tal to the Church’s future.

Medvedev told Russia’s 
top militaiy brass that the 
prospect of NATO’s expan¬ 
sion, combined with the 
threat of local crises and 
international terrorism, 
“requires a modernization 
of our armed forces, giving 
them a new modern 
shape.”

Scrapping prejudices 


A credit score can tell a 
lender a lot about a 
prospective borrower, but 
so can the borrower’s 
looks, a new study says. 

People who are per¬ 
ceived to be trustworthy 
are more likely to have a 
higher credit score and pay 
lower interest rates on 
loans, and are less likely to 
default, according to the 
study by Rice University in 
Houston, Tex. 

Even when hard facts 
such as credit scores are 
available, people rely on 
an assessment of trustwor¬ 
thiness to decide whether

A team of 25 people was 
hired to rate the appli¬ 
cants’ trustworthiness on a 
scale of one to five using 
only the photographs of 
the borrowers. The team 


also judged the probability 
that the borrowers would 
repay a $100 loan. 

Those judged to be trust¬ 
worthy by the team were 
more likely to get a loan 
from Prosper.com lenders 
and tended to have a credit 
score about 20 points high¬ 
er than those determined 
to be untrustworthy, the 
researchers found. 

“Untrustworthy” bor¬ 
rowers were seven per cent 
more likely to default on 
their loan than a perceived 
trustworthy borrower with 
the same credit score.

Injury keeps Canadian off the court 


As March Madness kicks off, Robert Sacre

It’s the most exciting time 
of the year in NCAA 
basketball — and Robert 
Sacre is on the outside 
looking in. 

Sacre, a seven-footer 
from North Vancouver and

Honda Insight Hybrid takes the next giant step in environmentally-friendly vehicles

Honda has passed the 
next great milestone on 
the road to a greener 
future with the 2010 
Insight Hybrid. 

Smaller than a Honda 
Civic, the Insight five-door 
hatchback seats five adults, 
has a flat cargo floor with 
the back seat folded and 
can travel up to 640 kilome¬ 
tre on one 40-litre tank of 
gas. 

The Insight doesn’t go on 
sale until Earth Day (April 
22) and pricing has yet to 
be announced, but it will 
be “competitive” with its 
main rival, the Toyota 
Prius. 

The heart of the Insight is 
its fifth generation IMA (In¬ 
tegrated Motor Assist) sys¬ 
tem that first bowed on the 
original two-seat Honda In¬ 
sight a decade ago. 

IMA uses energy stored in 
a battery pack to provide 
extra power to the engine 
when needed. What is dif¬ 
ferent is the new IMA al¬ 
lows the Insight to run on 
pure battery power under 
certain low load conditions. 

A 1.3-litre, four-cylinder 
gasoline engine and a 10- 
kilowatt electric motor are 
the power source of the 
IMA system. Combined, 
they produce 98 hp and 123 
lb/ft of torque. An ultra-thin 
brushless DC motor is lo¬ 
cated between the engine 
and the CVT transmission. 
During acceleration, the 
motor adds power. Under 
braking or gentle decelera¬ 
tion, it acts as a generator 
capturing kinetic energy to 
recharge the battery. 

When you come to a 
stop, the engine turns off 
and the Insight runs on the 
battery.

t was a dark and 
stormy night. It was 
raining so hard every¬

Then when vehi¬ 
cles drive over that 
pushed-up asphalt, it usu¬ 
ally breaks, and voila, a 
pretty pothole. 

“We’ve already had 
about 17 of those cycles 
this past winter, that’s why 
we have such an increase 
in potholes over last year,” 
said Currie. Normally, the 
peak time for freeze-thaw 
cycles starts in late Febru¬ 
ary and extends to the be¬ 
ginning of May (a.lc.a. pot¬ 
hole spawning season). 

But this winter Toronto 
has been in juicy freeze- 
thaw mode since mid-De¬ 
cember. 

Because the city knew a 
bumper crop was coming, 
it increased the number of 
crews on daily pothole re¬ 
pair duty to 30 or 40 from 
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last year’s norm of about 
15. A crew is made up of 
two or three workers. 

The repair process is not 
complex. 

“We do our best to 
sweep out any debris from 
the hole, then fill it in 
with hot asphalt, tamp it, 
then move on to the next 
one,” Currie said. Forty 
crews can usually fix about 
2,500 potholes a day, 
which works out to about 
$25 per repair. 

So far, the city has al¬ 
ready spent about $1 mil¬ 
lion to repair those 75,000 
holes in 2009, and figures 
it spent $6.9 million to at¬ 
tend to those 277,000 
holes that showed up in 
2008. 

If holes get really big, 
workers have to square it 
off, fill it in, and roll it. 

“That’s why we really 
want to hear from the pub¬ 
lic,” Currie said. “Because 
our obvious preference is 
to get to these potholes 
when they’re smaller.”

For many of us, the 
Caribbean equates to 
resorts, cruise ships and 
neatly packaged-up 
holidays. But with so 
many islands offering so 
many different exper¬ 
iences, it seems a bit of a 
shame to not attempt a bit 
of an island hop. 

Despite the focus on 
package tourism, it is sur¬ 
prisingly easy to travel 
around the Caribbean inde¬ 
pendently — it’s just a case 
of knowing where to look. 

Getting there 

The first step of island 
hopping is choosing the 
first base. It will invariably 
work out cheaper to go in a 
circle, arriving at and de¬ 
parting from the same 
Caribbean island with a re¬ 
turn flight from Canada, 
perhaps via a hub in the 
U.S. Major Caribbean entiy 
points are Antigua, St. 
Maarten, St. Lucia, Jamaica 
and Puerto Rico. It may be 
worth paying slightly more 
to start at one of the small¬ 
er islands in the Lesser An¬ 
tilles (such as St. Maarten or 
Antigua), as flights between 
the smaller islands tend to 
be much cheaper. 

Getting around 

With so many islands so 
close together, it would 
seem logical that there 
would be good ferry servic¬ 
es between them. Alas, log¬ 
ic doesn’t always apply to 
the Caribbean. 

Good services can be 
found between the U.S. Vir¬ 


gin Islands and British Vir¬ 
gin Islands, and between is¬ 
lands in the same nation 
(such as St. Kitts and Nevis). 
Otherwise, there are servic¬ 
es between St. Maarten and 
Anguilla, St. Barths and Sa¬ 
ba, a highly unreliable occa¬ 
sional service from Antigua 
to Montserrat, and L’Ex- 
press des lies, express-des- 
iles.com, which ploughs be¬ 
tween St. Lucia, Martinique, 
Dominica and Guadaloupe. 

Given the perplexing 
lack of sea transport, small 


prop planes are the most 
common way to get be¬ 
tween islands. Island-hop¬ 
pers will almost inevitably 
end up on a LIAT flight, 
liatairline.com. 

LIAT serves 21 Caribbean 
destinations, but be warned 
— it has colloquial nick¬ 
names such as Leave Island 
Any Time and Luggage In 
Another Territoiy. Its major 
hubs are Barbados, Antigua 
and Trinidad, and the fur¬ 
ther in advance the tickets 
are bought, the cheaper 


they tend to be. 

Other airlines that you 
may come across are Amer¬ 
ican Eagle (San Juan, Puerto 
Rico), WinAir (St Martin) 
and Air Jamaica. 

On-island transport 

Car hire is available on 
just about every island in 
the region, and most of the 
time it just involves signing 
a few documents and hand¬ 
ing over a small sum at the 
local police station. 

Taxis are also readily 
available, but can get quite 
expensive. Often a cost-ef¬ 
fective measure is to group 
together with two or three 
other travellers and hire a 
driver for the day at a pre¬ 
agreed price. By far the 
most fim option, however,

is taking a local bus. 

These aren’t buses as 
we’d recognize them — 
they’re usually brightly 
painted mini-vans that 
plough a set route, picking 
passengers up absolutely 
anywhere on the way. 

They’re cheap, but expect 
to be sandwiched into a 
small seat, surrounded by 
pets and shopping bags, 
whilst ear-splitting reggae 
or soca music blasts out of 
the stereo. Generally the 
routes link major towns, 
and they often don’t go 
near isolated resort areas. 

Accommodation 

The Caribbean islands 
aren’t all about resorts — 
although your travel agent 
probably doesn’t want you 
to know that. Even on the 
most expensive islands, 
there are usually options 
for those travelling on a 
lower budget. 

These are usually small, 
family-run guesthouses 
that aren’t particularly 


flashy, but they’re usually 
clean and do the job 
nicely. It’s rare to find 
guesthouses on the beach 

— they’re usually a couple 
of blocks back or in towns 

— but rooms can usually be 
found for under $80 per 
night. 

Finding out about these 
guesthouses can be a prob¬ 
lem, but there are a few 
places to look. Some will 
show up on kayak.com but 
they usually need to be 
contacted by phone. Hostel- 
world, hostelworld.com, is 
a better bet. Lonely Planet’s 
Caribbean Islands lists a 
decent selection, and the 
tourist board websites of 
the individual islands 
usually have a list of accom¬ 
modations. 

Eating out 

Food can be inordinately 
expensive in the Caribbean 

— particularly given that 
the quality isn’t always that 
good. The secret is to avoid 
the restaurants and go 
where the locals go. 

Shabby-loolcing cafes, 
beach shacks and rum 
shops will usually provide a 
good feed without breaking 
the bank. Menu choices 
will be limited (often either 
“the chicken” or “the fish”) 
and you’ll get heartily sick 
of rice and peas after a cou¬ 
ple of weeks, but the por¬ 
tions are usually fairly big. 

The classic example is in 
Grand Anse, St Maarten. 
The village is crammed 
with hugely expensive 
restaurants, but the lolos 
(little wooden shacks) that 
sit near them serve up pret¬ 
ty good fare on the cheap.

ourists passing 
through the streets 
of Taiwan may no¬ 
tice an unusual 
cultural phenome¬ 
non. It looks like a scene 
from Amsterdam’s Red 
Light district, with scantily- 
clad girls soliciting cus¬ 
tomers from neon-lit boxes. 
Tourists might assume 
these ladies are sex work¬ 
ers, but, here on the hazy 
streets of Taoyan, a city an 
hour outside of Taipei, the 
girls aren’t selling sex. 
They’re selling betel nut. 

Consumed throughout 
South East Asia, betel nut, 
from the fruit of the betel 
nut palm, is a mild stimu¬ 
lant similar to tobacco. 
Chewing it is a ceremonial 
tradition, and a habit asso¬ 
ciated with Taiwanese 
identity and masculinity. 
It’s common to see its 
byproducts: Red stained

teeth and sidewalks cov¬ 
ered in gobs of scarlet spit. 

Today, many users are 
long-distance truck drivers 
looking for a quick pick- 
me-up. Though a known 
carcinogen, the highly de¬ 
manded product is sold 
along freeway on-ramps. 

To make the product 
more desirable to con¬ 
sumers, vendors employ 
young, attractive women 
known as Binlan Xi Shi or 


Betel Nut Beauties. 

They stand in provocative 
outfits at roadside booths, 
selling bags of betel nut to 
commuters. There are an 
estimated 60,000 booths, 
with thousands of girls 
working in the industry. 
They are typically 18- to 25- 
years-old, making $30,000 
to $40,000 Taiwanese new 
dollars per month (about 
$1,100 to $1,500). 

With kiosks concentrat¬ 


ed in the Taoyan area, the 
competition is fierce. The 
girls are paid based on their 
number of clients, so there 
is a financial incentive to 
dress erotically to attract 
customers. Costumed in 
pink lace teddies and leop¬ 
ard print lingerie, many of 
the girls wear more blue 
eyeshadow than fabric. 

In this relatively conser¬ 
vative countiy, Betel Nut 
Beauties have become a 
controversial topic. Locals 
argue that their outfits are 
too sexy, it exploits women 
and is “a plight on the Tai¬ 
wanese landscape.” Others 
chalk it up to marketing, 
likening the beauties to 
cigarette girls of the 1930s. 

Ching Jie Lee, a 22-year- 
old Betel Nut Beauty, does¬ 
n’t understand why there’s 
such stigma surrounding 
her line of work. “We are 
not prostitutes. It’s a nor¬ 
mal job, like anything 
else,” she says. “I chose 
this job and my family is 
proud of me ... as long as I 
don’t wear anything too 
short.”

When U2 put out an 
announcement about 
their North American tour 
recently, there was one de¬ 
tail in the press release 
that stood out: $30 tickets. 

It’s a move, the band’s 
manager Paul McGuinness 
said, that was designed to 
“ensure that U2 fans can 
purchase a great priced 
ticket with a guaranteed 
great view.” 

While that’s a welcomed 
gesture from thousands of 
followers who are strug¬ 
gling to make ends meet 
during this recession, it 
could have also be a way to 
make sure the band’s tour 
will be a sold out event. 

It’s likely U2 would have 
sold plenty of tickets any-

way, and many seats are ei¬ 
ther $55 or $85, but they’re 
not the only act that seems 
nervous about touring dur¬ 
ing this major economic 
downturn. 

“We’re seeing plenty of 
reaction to the economy in 
terms of pricing, from lay¬ 
away plans at the festivals 
to packaging of artists, to 
multi-tiered pricing,” says 
Billboard Magazine’s Ray 
Waddell. 

So far, however, touring 
hasn’t suffered. Waddell 
says this year looks 
“veiy solid” so far, as 
huge acts like Billy 
Joel, Taylor 
Swift and 


Niclcelbaclc are hitting the 
road. But, he cautions, 
“There will be some impact 
at some point from unem¬ 
ployment and fear.” 

While mainstream mu¬ 
sicians such as Britney 
Spears might still 
bring in the big bucks, 
it’s mid-range groups 
and even in¬ 
die bands 
that 
could 
suf¬ 
fer. 


Michael Hershfield, CEO 
of Toronto-based peer-to- 
peer ticket brokerage LiveS- 
tub, says more and more in¬ 
dependent acts tour these 
days and that has 
saturated the 
market. “Be¬ 
cause of that,” he 
says, “when con¬ 
sumers’ wallets 
are tight they’re 
not going to go 
out as many nights 
as they used to.” 

“I haven’t no¬ 
ticed any¬ 
thing yet,” 
says Steven 
Himmelfarb, 
a booker who

smaller acts like Tokyo Po¬ 
lice Club. “All the cheaper 
ticket shows — $10 to $20 
— I have not noticed any 
difference. There is a loom¬ 
ing fear that might change 
instantly though.” 

If touring acts aren’t feel¬ 
ing the recession yet, some 
venues are. In Halifax the 
legendary Marquee Club — 
the place where Sloan got 
their start — closed down 
in January. “It has been 
vastly unprofitable,” owner 
Victor Syperelc told CBC 
News late last year. 

Waddell thinks more 
venues could shutter their 
doors too. He points to 
Toad’s Place, a famous ven¬ 
ue in Virginia, as a sign 
that some clubs just can’t 
beat the recession. 

“There is no substitute 
for ‘brand equity,’ but love 
and histoiy can’t keep the

doors open,” he explains. 

Clubs might be at risk, 
but it’s the summer festival 
that could suffer the most.

people Amy Winehouse 
cracked her knuckles, ad¬ 
justed her beehive — and 
to the delight of the 20 re¬ 
porters in a London court¬ 
room — spoke clearly 
from behind a clear plastic 
shield on the stand Tues¬ 
day morning, people.com 
reports. 

Uttering only a few lines 
during a 15-minute hear¬ 
ing in the City of Westmin¬ 
ster Magistrates Court, 
Winehouse proudly pro¬ 
claimed her name as Amy 
Jade Civil — her married 
name. And, leaning for¬ 
ward to speak through a 
gap in the plastic, she 
pleaded “not guilty” when 
a charge of common as¬ 
sault against Sherene Flash 
was put to her. 

The assault is alleged to 
have happened in Septem¬ 
ber 2008 in Berkeley 
Square, London, at a high 
society ball. 


Winehouse, 25, was 
dressed in a summery flo¬ 
ral print, low-cut dress, 
which revealed her many 
tattoos and her bra strap, 
and four-inch pink stilet¬ 
tos. Asked at one point, as 
she fidgeted with her hair, 
if she was okay, she turned 
a security guard and said, 
“Me? I’m alright.” 

Watching the proceed¬ 
ings from a few feet away 
was her father Mitch and a 
minder, who had driven 
her down to the court 
from her new home in Bar- 
net, north London. District 
judge and chief magistrate 
Timothy Workman set a 
trial date of July 23 and 
Winehouse was remanded 
on bail.
